Rince Eugene of Savoy, having caus’d his 
Army to file to Navi, march’d from thence 
the 21{t Inftanr; and making as if he would 
march to the lower Oglio, on a fudden he 
turn’d to the Right towards Urago, and 
afs’d the Oglio at Calzo, without the leaft Oppofition 
ee the French, who were amus‘d by fome {mall De- 
tachments of the Imperialifts, that appear'd at feveral 
Places by the River-fide to favour the Paffage of the 
main Army. Gencral Sereni,whocommanded the Van- 
guard, fwimming his Horfe over the River, was taken 
with a Dizzinefsin his Head,fell off inco:he Stream,and 
was drown’d. The whole Army having pafs’d, con- 
tinued their March towards the Adda, in feveral Co- 
lumns ; and “tis not doubred will pafs that River 
likewife, the Grand Prior of France being a long 
March behind them. The Jroops of the 2 Crowns 
that were at Palazzuolo, having left in that Poft 
2000 Foot-and 300 Horfe, are gone with all Expedi- 
tion, to reinforce the Troops of the Milaneze, which 
are pofted on the other fide of the Adda; but ’tisbe- 
liev'd they are not ftrong enough to difpute Prince 
Eugene’s Paffage ; and when he is got over that Ri- 
ver, he cannot fail of compaffing the Defign he has 
form'd. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated July 11. 

Paris, July 11. "Tis advis'd from Italy, that Prince 
Eugene having pafs’d the Oglio between Palazzuolo 
and Soncino, is encamp’d in the Bergamafque ; and 
that the Grand Prior of France having alfo pafs’d that 
River near Ponte Vico, has péfted himfelf within 2 
Leagues of the Enemy near Soncino. 

Sarlouis, July 1. A Body of 8 or 10000 Men of 
the Enemy, is pofted in the Neighbourhood of Tra- 
erbach. Befides the Detachment of 10 or 12000 
Men, which the Marfhal de Villats has left on the 
Mofelle ; he has fent another confiderable Detach- 
ment to the Netherlands, confifting of the Gendar- 
merie, the King’s Regiment, and other Regiments 
of Horfe and Foor. The 28th of laft Month, the 
Marfhal de Villars encamp’d at Bouquenon, and from 
thence fent Order to the 2d Detachment of the Ar- 
my of Alface, which had advanc’d to Marfal, and 
was returning to Alface, to joinhim. The 30th he. 
was to continue his March towards Alface. é 

They write from Alface, that the Marfhal de Villars 
having join’d the Marfhal de Marfin the 3d Inftant, 
march'd the 4th towards the Enemy’s Lines, of which 
they made themfelves Mafters almoft without Re- 
fiftance. The fame Day the Marfhal de Villars en- 
tred Weiffenbourg, whence he detach’d fome Troops 
in Purfuit of the Enemy. 

From the Amft. Gaz. and Harl. Cour. dated July 14. 

Strasbourg, July 3. The 1ft Inftant feveral Cannon 
and Mortars, with Grenadoes, &c. were fent down 
by Land from hence to the Army ; and fince that 
Day Boats have been got together fufficient to make 
2 Bridges. The faid 1 ft Inftant the Marfhal de Vil- 
lars arciv’d with 25000 Men at Ingenheim between 
Zabern and Haguenau, where the Marfhal de Marfin 
and the Intendant of this Province met him. This 
Morning at 3 a Clock the Marfhal de Villars’s Army 
decamp’d to joyn the Marfhal de Marfin’s, and march 


together towards Weiffembourg. "Tis talk’d fume 
Troops will be fent over the Bridge of Kehl, to for- 
rage on that fide of the Rhine. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated July 14. 

From the Imperial Army near Lauterbourg, July 6. 
The 3d of this Month the Count of Hohenzolern 
march’d from Croon-Weiffembourg to Landau, with 
a Detachment of 1500 Men, to reinforce the Gar- 
rifon of that Place. The 3 Regiments of Impcrial 
Horfe, of Caftelli, Merci, and Lobcowirz, which 
had been detach’d to the Mofelle, joyn'd us the jane 
Day ; and a Regiment of Foot was fent to reinforce 
the Garrifon of Philipsbourg. The gth a Detach- 
ment of 1600 Men of the Enemy’s Army forc’d che 
Lines of Croon-Weiffembourg, v were di fended 
by the new Regiment of Darmfts i bit wore 
no more than 65 Men of thai Regiment kil!’'d wo and- 
ed or made Prifoners, the reft retiring hither. ‘The 
5th at Day-break a ftrong Detachmenr of the kne- 
my’s Huffars and Dragoons appear'd before our Lines 
here ; and drove back our adyanc'd Guards wichin 
Mufgnet Shor of our Redoubts ; bur the Cannon of 
our firft Intrenchment beginning to fire upon them, 
they retir’d with Precipitation. While this was doing, 
General Thungen, accompanied by the other Gene- 
rals, took an exact View of all the Pofts of our 
Lines, and gave neceflary Orders for a vigorous De- 
fence in Cafe of an Attack. Mean time the Enemy’s 
whole Army drew near to us, and after the advanc’d 


Guards of both fides had skirmifh’d all Day, the E- 


nemy pofted themfelves in the Evening within {ome 
Hundred Paces of us ; where they fell to work to 
intrench themfelves and raife a Battery of 8 Guns on 
a rifing Ground that commands our Head-Quatter. 
To Day (the 6th) at Break of Day, they began to 
fire upon us from that Battery, bur withour doing us 
much Damage ; anda little after they attack’d the 
Right of our Lines with great Fury ; but were re- 
puls’d thrice with confiderable Lofs. P.S. We have 
jaft now receiv'd a Reinforcement of 2 Regiments ; 
and the Duke of Wirtemberg with his Troops is ex- 
pected here to Morrow, as are alfo the Troops of 
Mentz and others : After which we fhall be the bet- 
ter able to ftand the Enemy. 

Philipsbourg, July 7. We have Advice, that the 
Enemy’s Army having attack’d the Lines at Lauter- 
bourg 4 timds, have been repuls’d with great Lofs ; 
and that they have likewife been hindred from laying 
a Bridge over the Rhine, near the Star-Fortr, Gene- 
ral Thungen is very advantagioufly pofted, having 
the River Lauter before him, ftrong Intrenchments 
on his Right, the Rhine on hisLeft, and behind him 
a great Wood. The Duke of Wirtemberg, being 
cut off by the Enemy, from marching direly to 
Lauterbourg, having pafs’d the Rhine at Manheim 
with 4000 Men arriv’d here laft Night. The Praf- 
fian Troops that went towards the Mofelle, and are 
return’d, bave alfo pafs'd the Rhine ; and are to join 
General Thungen likewife with allExpedition. ‘The 
Enemy have fummon’d in 600 Pealants to level the 
Lines of Weiffenbourg. The Magazine thar was 
Jaid up at Germerfheim for the Elector Palarin’s 
Troops, in which was a very great quantit’ of Oats 
and Meal, is partly remov'd into the Fort ar Ger- 
merfheim, and part is brought hither. Yelterday 
General Thungen was reinforc’d with 9 Battallions, 
and 2 Regiments of Baden. °Tis reported the Ene- 
my are retir'd from before the Lines of Lauterboure. 
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From the Amfterdam Courant, dated July 14. 
Frankfort, July 8. Prince Lewis of Badéa conunues 
at Swaibach. he Count de Frile is gone Pott from 
thence to the Lines of Buhl. Letters trom Switzer- 
land advile, that Prince Eugene of Savoy having
